Quoth the article ... ‘‘Shortwave AM reception during the monsoon is 
noisy because of the lightning, whereas DRM can be heard in noise free 
stereo, provide there is sufficient signal strength from a transmitter 
outside of the monsoon zone. °° 


I've decoded hundreds of hours of DRM and find that it folds like a 
five dollar suitcase in the face of moderate interference. A local 
lightning strike could cause a dropout of audio lasting a few seconds. 
A local thunderstorm could result in several such dropouts. With 
analog shortwave, the static crashes will be heard, but audio will be 
restored immediately thereafter. 


The text modes that we use on Shortwave Radiogram (digital modes via 
analog radio) are very resistant to interference. In adverse 
conditions, text often decodes 100% because of the error correction 
built in to the modes (Kim Elliott, WOR iog via DXLD) 


I just wish they would get on with it and stop procrastinating. 


If the ABC aren't going to do it and it's deemed to be a life saving 
broadcast (As it is in many parts of Australia), then someone else 
would need to do this. Maybe even a private company or a group of 
concerned people could do this and step into the fray. 


The major cost would be power and that's been established. DRM could 
work with power savings. The existing infrastructure would be too 
expensive to run so, in my opinion, maybe a number of smaller public 
outback Associations could do this in a cost effective way. Even 
without DRM, SSB could be another option, tuned to the existing 
outback frequencies and with proven ‘a safety of life' add on to the 
licence, could also make that free of licence fees. 


Actually one service does exist from Queensland on 5055 kHz shortwave, 
AKZ network which covers the North of Queensland and has been heard 
with many ‘safety of life' weather and news for this area. Does anyone 
listen to 4KZ shortwave? 4KZ puts out a great signal (Tim Gaynor,

You're right that it's a curious assignment, and I think the dual- 
transmitter setup explains it. I bet XHPUGC's separation distance when 
they did the analyses was to the Santiago Tuxtla transmitter 6 which 
is the higher ERP 6 but Veracruz Puerto alone is a Class A facility 


(1.976 kW at 52.44 m). The distance between first-adjacent Class A 
stations should be 61 km, not 18.64 (the 96.3 transmitter would have 
to move north some 40 km). 


If anything, XHPUGC should move, not XHRN. However, 95.7 would not be 
available at the La Antigua transmitter site because it is 30 km short 
spaced to XHTP Xalapa. 


In Veracruz Puerto, 100.5 was once 102.1, and 101.7 was once 101.3. 
The problem there is that those frequencies were reassigned in the 
CUrdoba/Orizaba area. If XHPUGC were to move to 102.1, the primary 
Spacing issue would be XHPR-FM/Veracruz Puerto and it would be .54 km 
beyond the minimum spacing to XHAG CUrdoba. Of course, with mountains, 
there may be cases where a transmitter is short-spaced on paper but 
has room due to terrain. 


I also want to point out something very pertinent. XHRN has an HD 
authorization it has never used, maybe because of their setup. If they 
were to go HD, XHPUGC would be very hard hit (Raymie Humbert, Phunix 
AZ, ibid.)

Editorial: GRC, WYD? Grupo Radio Centrois unexplainable changes 
yet again take the spotlight 


Grupo Radio Centro, what are you doing? 


On Monday, you launched a new news-talk station, clumsily switched its 
imaging with that of the pop station it replaced on the dial, and 
while introducing some new programs on that flagship talker, began 
relegating at least two newscasts to AM. 


On Friday, you then proceeded to begin a shutdown of 3-4 months of 
said AM station in order to relocate its transmitter. 


Grupo Radio Centrois decision-making has come under a harsh spotlight 
in these past 8 days, beginning with the culmination of months of 
changes in its talk radio wing. The company further emphasized its 
doubling-down on AMLO-friendly hosts by hiring Julio Astillero and 
separated the long-running pair of Sergio Sarmiento and Lupita Ju-rez. 
It canceled many non-news talk shows that had been on Radio Red 
(according to Gabriel Sosa Plata, 34 of them)

and exiled two news programs, from Juan Francisco CastaQeda and Jes’s 
Martin Mendoza, to the AM dial. And Carlos Loret de Mola, not wanting 
to budge from mornings, wound up at W RadioOdoing afternoons. 


This switch made XHFO-FMdéthe ex-XERC-FM, as it weredan even more 
obvious station with little reason to exist outside of Gabriel Roa. It 
feels like November 30, 2020, the day when GRC hands this station back 
to Grupo Siete after 27 years unless another contract extension comes 
about, should be much nearer than it is. 


As if that werenit enough, the company added insult to injury. After 
just five days of the newscasts being on AM, now they donit have any 


terrestrial radio home. To some observers, it looks like censorship, 
of the type that sent Carmen Aristegui, now GRCis star, packing from 
MVS Radio. And while at least XERC, XEQR and XEEST did see technical 
authorizations for relocations issued in their shutdowns, the former 
two have yet to resurface and the third is now off the air again as 
well. And GRC still owns another AM station to which CastaQeda and 
Martin Mendoza could have been relocated, XEN-AM 690, with its own 
transmitter site and everything. In the shuffle, GRC also killed off 
its news wheel station, Formato 21. 


Then on Monday, the company had to quiet rumors it was headed for 
bankruptcy while confirming it was executing some layoffs related to 
canceled shows and speech programming. 


I get it. The AM dial is not a sound business proposition in most 
parts of the country. The silence on XEDA 1290 AM and Radio Trece is 
because Carlos de Jes’s Quidones Armend-riz has yelled about it not 
being a business. A raft of Combos of i94 have told the IFT to take 
back the AM frequencies. And in the US, a number of major AM 
transmission sites have been sold for their land in recent years. But 
this doesnit feel so much like itis about AM radio as much as it might 
be about GRCis poor decision-making. 


This is a company that overpaid significantly in the IFT-1 national 
network auction and ended up paying the security deposit, a decision 
that required it to obtain credit, just to not have to fork over three 
billion pesos. This is a company that canit seem to keep some of its 
stations, namely in Mexicali and MErida, in regular program service. 
In the United States, theyive inexplicably stopped paying for Nielsen 
ratings for their stations in Los Angeles and El Paso. Oh yeah, and at 
some point they have two new radio stations and a TV station to build. 
They'll save some money in the case of the former because they're 
using other commercial broadcasters' transmission facilities (NCS in 
Campeche, Radio Turquesa in Canc’n), but there's still no sign of 
either of them. 


This is a company that feels like it is unable to chart a course for 

stability, whose leadership style feels bipolar, which fails to 

inspire confidence from other industry actors. Instead, Iim writing 

this. Instead, people reported the company's bankruptcy. Instead, 

listeners in Mexico City and elsewhere are fundamentally confused by the actions 
of management.

The leadership of BBC England will be reworked to a structure based 
around platforms rather than geography. A Head of News and Head of TV 
Commissioning will be appointed alongside the Head of Audio and 
Digital with an overall reduction in the number of senior managers. 


The plans have been announced today by the Director of BBC England, 
Helen Thomas. The aim is to ensure the BBC in England adapts to 
changing audiences, develops successful digital products, continues to 
provide trusted local news online, on television, and on radio and 
reflects modern England in all its content.

do. England is changing and audience behaviour is changing too. This 
presents us with a challenge and an exciting opportunity. 


iWeire going to reinvent and refresh what we do in England to ensure 
we reflect all of the countryis diverse communities while providing 


services in ways people want them. 


iwWe will be about more than news - we will own local conversations and 
reflect life in modern England, recognising the different audience 
demands in different parts of the country and what that means for our 
output.

The changes will be introduced throughout 2019. The new strategy 
builds on the work already underway in BBC local radio.

It is not WMLB on 1690 kHz. It only has been heard testing locally in 
the Atlanta area for one day (7 January 2019) during the daytime. 
Probably showing a potential buyer the facility and coverage area. 
Musical selections varied but did not include classical. 


When I used to live on the west coast in Cupertino, CA, I remember 
hearing a Mexican university station that would play classical in the 
evenings in the expanded band. I think it was on 1690 kHz. Sorry I 
donit recall the call sign or city either. So you may be hearing this 
in the western U.S. (Harry in Atlanta, Jan 21, WOR iog via DXLD) 


Back to square one. No, there is no known Mexican on 1690 (gh, ibid.) 


Glenn, You are correct in regards to Mexican stations on 1690. I have 
since jogged my memory and remembered that the university station I 
was listening to in the evenings while living in California was in 
fact XEUAC (iRadio Chapingoi from the city of the same name) when it 
was on 1610 kHz. BTW, that station has since gone silent on 1610 kHz 
back in September 2018, moved to 1130 kHz, and change call letters to 
XECHAP according to Wikipedia (Harry in Atlanta, ibid.) 


Dear Glenn, We used [to hear?] KXOL not reduce its power from 
Centerville, UT in the early days of the expanded band's creation.

One of my many receivers is an ICOM 756 pro 3 utilizing a magnetic 
loop antenna along with my tuned Butternut.

Nothing like the famous DXer 
Brother Howard has in California but I do the best I can with my Ham 
equipment (Tom Roberts, ID, DX Listening Digest) 


Location3: Ron uses no fancy antenna or high-end receiver, just a 100

1690 Atlanta is quite a distance from Idaho - being likely 2-hop to 
Idaho as well. 


At 0305 UT on 21 January (1905 PST local Sunday evening) in the 
southern Owens Valley of California (northern Mojave Desert) I am 
hearing soft Christian music with a children's theme and behind them 
looping east is Spanish - the latter from the CO station? About an 8

Now at 1916 PST/0316 UT they have a preacher talking about the 
Antichrist and Bill Gates, etc. Maybe them playing Christian classical 
(themed) music at the time when heard in Idaho? 73 (Steve McGreevy, 
CA, UT Jan 21, (rx. is a Sony ICF-SW7600GR and loopstick out in my 
yard outside the semi-Faraday shield house...), WOR iog via DXLD) 


If the dude who reported the classical music on 1690 has his frequency 
correct and he said "NOT CA nor CO," then the choice is three others 
only - maybe WMLK GA if 2-hop skip is good and they were testing with 
full daytime-power (10 kW) possibly, also. Skip at the top-end is 
always superior to the low-end generally (more "shortwave like" as we 
know) . 


A mystery. We need monitors of 1690 WMLB GA to see what's going on. I 
don't DX much these particular frequencies seriously, unlike TP stuff 
--having heard a JBA 1611 kHz (Aus?) carrier frequently via the desert 
Bevs. last November. 


By the way, 1690 KFSG Roseville (or whatever calls they are now) seems 
of late to have a Christian format in many languages (English, 
Spanish, Russian, Vietnamese -- the latter at about 2230 PT last night 
- Sunday local). They play all kinds of (Religious?) music also as 
noted yesterday. Generally strong here but the CO station mixes 
underneath with about a 5 to 6 Hz SAH but is usually weaker (and with 
a Spanish format) unless skip is long (by dawn). 


Hopefully this clear-up the 1630 or 1690 confusion and the "Mexican 
University" station queries (Steve McGreevy, - N6NKS - 
www.auroralchorus.com -- all of my DXing is done real-time with

The times I have heard him around 06 UT with a good signal could not 
be from Indonesia (or Japan).

INSTALLING 


The maps are HTML-based, so no regular install is necessary. Simply 
unzip the downloaded file and click on the individual map file to run. 
The map will open up in your web browser. They are self-contained, 
with image icons embedded right into the code. You must have an 
internet connection to view the maps. 


CHANGES FOR 2019 


1. The previous 2016 map version became crippled due to Google's new 
precondition for all Google Map usage now requiring a user key. I have 
applied for and received the requested key. It allows a fixed amount 
of map-usage bandwidth. All maps should now display fully. 


Note: Google may throttle map-usage bandwidth based on excessive use. 
Whether this will happen is unknown at this time. 


2. Skywave signal maps have been totally recoded for 2019. Many months 
of coding and testing were involved. Predicted signal levels are 
calculated in accordance with current ITU methods of recent years 


(1999 onward). The following new parametrics are now additionally 
considered in the skywave calculation: 


Hourly transitional loss variance from sunset to sunrise. 

Seasonal gain or loss, January - December. 

Diurnal enhancement at the sunrise and sunset period. 

* Winter daytime skywave enhancement (only on maps created for times 
during the day). 

* Daily seasonal nighttime skywave enhancement. 

x Take off angle variances for stations at relatively close distances 
(experimental).

3. Colored plot (yellow) introduced for groundwave 0.1 mV/m level. 
4. Small changes made to the map's title bar heading. 


5. Unlimited, Daytime, and Critical Hours plots are at the 1.0 and 0.1 
mV/m levels. Nighttime skywave this year is set at the 0.15 mV/m 
level. In all cases except for the nighttime graveyard stations, 
levels have been chosen to minimize pattern overlap and to more 
closely follow those which might be helpful to the mediumwave DxXer. 


Included is a complete set of GoogleMap-based, HTML-driven maps which 
show the most current pattern plots of all licensed US and Canadian 
mediumwave broadcast stations from 530 to 1700 kHz. The set includes 
all frequencies for the indicated services: Unlimited, Daytime, 
Nighttime, and Critical Hours. Individual maps are grouped by channel 
frequency: 540, 550, 560, .. 1700 kHz, etc. Data for the plots in this 
offering is based on the current FCC and Industry Canada databases 
available at the time of its creation (January 16, 2019).

Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 14 - 20 January 2019 


Solar activity was at very low levels under a spotless disk. No 
Earth-directed CMEs were observed. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit was at 
moderate levels on 14-15 Jan and normal levels on 16-20 Jan. A peak 
flux of 321 pfu was observed at 14/0005 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity was at predominately quiet levels with 
isolated unsettled intervals early on 15 Jan, late on 16 Jan, early 
on 17 Jan and late on 19 Jan. The isolated unsettled periods were 
due to influence from a weak, negative polarity CH HSS. During the 
period, solar wind parameters were generally at nominal levels. 
However, a Slight enhancement was observed midday 17 Jan through 
early 18 Jan due to negative polarity CH HSS influence. During this 
time frame, total field peaked at 10 nT, the Bz component reached a 
maximum southward extent of -8 nT and wind speeds peaked at about 
515 km/s. 


Forecast of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 21 January-16 February 2019 


Solar activity is expected to be at very low levels throughout the 
outlook period. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at normal to moderate levels on 21-25 Jan, 28 Jan-01 
Feb and 07-16 Feb. Moderate to high levels are expected on 26-27 Jan 
and again on 02-06 Feb due to recurrent CH HSS influence. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels on 23-26 Jan, with G1 (Minor) storms conditions likely on 24 
Jan, all due to influence from a recurrent, positive polarity CH 
HSS. Unsettled to active levels are again possible on 31 Jan-03 Feb 
due to influence from a recurrent, negative polarity CH HSS. The 
remainder of the outlook period is expected to be at predominately 
quiet levels.
